the county commissioners, in making 
their estimates of expenses for 1000, 
had failed to include a levy tor the 
court house sinking fund, that is, 
a fund to pay the principal of the 
bonds as they fall due. County 
Commissioner Orff, in conversation 
with The Sentinel reporter, yesterday 
said that the board of commissioners 
believed that under the new law a 
sinking fund could not be created 
for the purpose of paying debts that 
fall due some time in tho 
future. 


The county reform law intends that 
cash business shall be done and the 
Allen county commissioners construe 
that to mean that when the bonds 
fall due the levy must be fixed high 
enough for that year to meet all the 
bonds that fall due during the year.

It was traced out of France, but 


immediately it reached the English 
lines it disappeared, showing, 
the 


witness said, that efforts were being 
made to enable the prisoner to evade 
the 
regulations. 
Rigorous, even 


painful measures were therefore tak- 
en to prevent his escape. 
M. Lebon 


therefoie issued orders that, if neces- 
sary, the prisoner was to be fired up- 
on. 
(Sensation.) 
DREYFUS TO BE SHOT. 


Continuing, M. Lebon said he also 


issued orders that only copies of the 
letters addressed to 
the 
prisoner 


should be delivered to him, the orig- 
inals being retained. 
The witness 


was informed August 10 that 
an 


American vessel passed the He Du 
Diable, and orders were then issued 
that Dreyfus should be shot on the 
slightest alarm. 


Referring to the Weyler forgery, 


which was intended to convey the 
impression that Dreyfus 
was 
in 


communication with outside sympa- 
thizers. M. Lebon said he frankly 
admitted that he believed in its au- 
thenticity, as did Colonel Picquart, 
until long after its production. 


M. Lebon next referred 
to 
the 


numerous rough drafts the prisoner 
made of his letters before finally dis- 
patching them. 


At this point M. Demange inter- 


rupted the witness and said: 


"I passed from surprise to sur- 


prise.

IMMENSE SENSATION. 


At this juncture some time was 


occupied in reading a long report 
from the minister of the colonies to 
the minister of wai, giving the var- 
ious reports of the 
governor 
of 


French Guiana. Passages describ- 
ing the dread the prisoner expressed 
to the doctors when he feared he was 
losing his reason caused an immense 
impression. 
Tears were even seen 


to glisten in the eyes of 
General 


Bilot, the former minister of war. 


At the conclusion of the report M. 


Lebon asked leave to explain. 


He said: "I do not dispute the 


accuracy of the report, but it is par- 
tial. Reference has been most care- 
fully made to tbe precarious health 


Jouaust. 
The witness replied that 


Colonel Henry did not know the an- 
thor of it, but said perhaps Colonel 
Fabre or Colonel D'Abbeville knew. 


"When my husband returned from 


the Cheriche Midi prison, after tak- 


i ing Dreyfus there, I asked why he 


j was on duty and he answered: " 'I 
have just carried out the most pain- 
ful task an officer can have. I have 
taken to the Cheriche Midi an officer 
accused of the frightful crime of tiea- 
son.' 
Without naming Dreyfus, he 


added: 'I beg you not to speak of 
it for some time. He is an unfortu- 
nate fellow.' " 


"In the last letter your husband 


wrote you before his death," said 
Colonel Jouaust, "he used the words: 
'What a misfortune to have met such 
a wretch.' " 


To this the witness replied: "No. 


He did not say that. He said: 'You 
know very well in whose interests 
I acted,' meaning that he acted in the 
interests of the country. 
He used 


to say to me, 'for thirty-three years 
I have never acted except in the in- 
terest of the country." " 


Madame Henry then remarked: 


"You know his sentiments, gentle- 
men. He committed forgery on ac- 
count of Colonel Picquart's proceed- 
ings, and it was in order to save the 
army, compromised by the dishonesty 
of its enemies." 
(Profound sensa- 


tion.) 


"Did you ever hear," Colonel Jou- 


aust asked the witness, "of a letter 
Colonel Henry is said to have ad- 
dressed to Major Esterhazy?" 


"Never," replied Madame Henry. 
On leaving the witness box Mad- 


ame Henry looked sternly at the 
prisoner. 


ROGET'S OLD STORY. 


General Roget followed. 
He tra- 


versed the old ground, 
giving his 


reasons for his conviction of 
the 


guilt of Dreyfus. He declared there 
was no charge against 
Esterhazy, 


with the exception 
of the resemb- 


lance of his hand writing to that of 
the bordeau. 
Moreover, the wit- 


ness added, there had been new facts 
since the judgment of the court of 
cassation, namely Esterhazy's con- 
fession that he wrote the bordeau. 
But he added Esterhazy 
advanced 


and withdrew his confession inter- 
mittently. 
If Esterhazy had ren- 


dered service to the intelligence de- 
partment there 
would 
have been 


traces of them in the pay books. But 
no money had been paid Esterhazy, 
though, even supposing he worked 
out of pure benevolence, 
he would 


have been paid. 
Yet, there was no 


trace of such payments. 
Esterhazy 


had said he wrote the bordeau un. 
der the orders of Colonel Sandherr. 


"But." declared General Roget, "I, 


who know Colonel Sandherr well, de- 
clare that it is false. Colonel Sand- 
herr was absolutely incapable of such 
an order. I add that it is admiss- 
ible because Colonel Sandherr was 
the last person to know of the exist- 
ence of the bordeau, which was re- 
ceived in the ordinary way. This 


- , 
, i ments to the war office, and that they 


did not contain the mention of Basle 
or Cueros as related by M. Bertulus. 


The latter, however, has already 


shown before the whole court of cas- 
sation that, while he was mistaken 
in saying the words appeared in 
those documents, they did not appear 
in other papers seized at Madame 
Pays' residence. 


BECAME EXCITED. 


General Roget, who was then b-- 


coming more and more excited, fre- 
quently wiped the perspiration from 
his brow and moistened his lips with 
water. 


At this point the general thought 


it desirable to make a declaration 
that he did not desire it to be said 
that he questioned the good faith of 
some of the witnesses who had been 
heard. 
He added: 


"I make this statement so that 


there shall be no misunderstanding 
and in order that my words be not 
misinterpreted. 
Nevertheless, their 


testimony is open to criticism even 
as our utterances are criticized." 


Continuing, the witness said: 
"M. Casimir-Perier deposed before 


the court of cassation that an ambas- 
sador called to demand an official de- 
nial of the statement that important 
documents were found at his em- 
bassy. 
The ambassador, however, 


knew it was a fact. But, admitting 
that he did not know it, this thing 
surprising in the occurrence, in view 
of the fact that attache 'A' (I do not 
mention his name as the minister 
has forbidden it) allowed compromis- 
ing letters to lie around. I read one 
such letter which was very compro- 
mising to a person whose name I can 
not 
mention. 
Why, therefore, 


should not the bordereau go astray?" 


The general insisted upon 
the 


truth of the statement that military 
attaches "A" and "B," under which 
letters 
he 
referred 
to 
Colonel 


Schwartzkoppen, of the German em- 
bassy at Paris, and Major Peniz- 
zardi, of the Italian embassy at the 
French capital, at the time worked 
together almost daily, and he quoted 
a passage from a letter exchanged 
between them as follows: "M. Han- 
otaux, the sly fellow, is glad at the 
embassy 
denying. 
The embassy 


must deny." 


THE NAME WAS DREYFUS. 
In the same document, 
declared 


General Roget, was a name written 
twice, and the name, he asserted, was 
that of Dreyfus. The name of Ester- 
hazy, he added, was not found in any 
of the documents, none of which 
could be ascribed to him, with the ex- 
ception of the "Petit Bleu," which 
Colonel Picquart discovered in such 
an extraordinary manner. 


The witness then said he felt great 


uneasiness in regard to the document 
containing the words "cette canaille 
de d-." 


A certain military attachee, said 


the general later on in his testimony, 
informed Colonel Sandherr that there 
was some one who imitated his hand- 
writing perfectly. The name of "Du- 
bois," the witness said, was found in

"No, my colonel. I am here to de- 
end my honor. I do not wish to 
peak here of the atrocious suffer- 
ng, physical and mental, which fo: 
ive years I, a Frenchman and an 
nnocent man, was subjected to 01 
he Isle Du Diable." 


The remarks of Dreyfus 
caused 


ntense excitement in court. 


The prisoner uttered the words in j 


a loud voice and with tremendous | 
energy, 
which 
created a profound 


sensation. 


The audience had not 
recovered 


from the 
emotion 
caused by the 


scene when Madnmc Henry, in deep 
mourning, appeared in court and en- 
tered the witness box amid profound 
silence. 


Colonel Jouatist addressing this 


witness, snid: 


"We thought, madame, that your 


life in common with your husband 
had placed you in a position to give | 
interesting information. 
I beg you 


to tell the court what you know." 
MADAME HENRY'S TESTIMONY. 


Madame Henry deposed that to- 


ward the end of September, 1894, af- 
ter dinner one evening her husband 
told her a paper had been handed 
him as being very important. 
The 


witness added: 


"As he did not return I retired 


ibout 11 o'clock and I asked him, 
when he returned, why he was later 
than usual. 
He undid a narrow, 


transparent roll of paper and said: 


'There is a serious matter hert. 


which I have been requested to in- 
vestigate this evening.' 
Shortly af- 


terwards he re-entered the room hold- 
ing papers and letters which he had 
pined together. 
He placed them all 


in his hat in order not to forget them 
in the morning. 
He left on horse- 


back, as customary, the 
following 


morning, saying he had to see Colo- 
nel Sandherr as soon as possible.'' 


"What was his impression on see- 


ing the 
bordeauP" 
asked 
Colonel 


JouauHt. 
The witness replied that 


Colonel Henry did not know the an- 
thor of it, but said perhaps Colonel 
Fabre or Colonel D'Abbeville knew. 


"When my husband returned from 


the Cheriche Midi prison, after tak- 
ing Dreyfus there, I asked why he 
was on duty and he answered: " 'I 
have just carried out the most pain- 
ful task an officer can have, I have 
taken to the Chcriclic Midi an officer 
accused of the frightful crime of trea- 
son.* 
Without naming Dreyfus, he 


added: 
4I beg you not to speak of 


it for some time. He. is an unfortu- 
nate fellow,' " 


"In the last letter your husband 


wrote you before his death," said 
Colonel Jouaust, "he used the words: 
'What a misfortune to have met such 
a wretch.' " 


To this the witness replied: 
"No. 


He did not say that. He said: 'You 
know very well in whose interests 
I acted,' meaning that he acted in the 
interests of the country. 
He used 


to say to me, 'for thirty-three years 
I have never acted except in the in- 
terest of the country.' " 


Madame Henry 
then 
remarked: 


"You know his sentiments, gentle- 
men. 
He committed forgery on ac- 


count of Colonel Picquart's proceed- 
ings, and it was in order to save the 
army, compromised by the dishonesty 


bordeau 
was

Henry and was brought by him to the 
ntelligence 
department. 
It was 


shown to others by Colonel Henry 
ifter he had pined it together. Col- 
onel Sandherr only saw it later.

complicity of Henry and Esterhazy 
the witness said: 


"If Henry had been the accomp- 


lice of Esterhazy, how can it be ad- 
mitted that lie himself brought the 
bordeau, which might have caused 
him to be suspected, to the intelli- 
gence department." 


General 
Boget, while 
testifying, 


•oiistnntly turned toward the pris- 
oner, to see the impression made by 
his deposition, which was, virtually, 
a speech of the prosecution. 


The general discoursed lengthily 


on the famous scene 
with Colonel

"Did you ever hear," Colonel Jou- 


aust asked the witness, "of a letter

ame Henry looked sternly at the 
prisoner. 


ROGET'S OLD STORY. 


General Roget followed. 
He tra- 


versed the old ground, 
giving his 


reasons for his conviction 
of 
the 


guilt of Dreyfus. 
He declared there 


was no charge against 
Esterhazy, 


with the exception 
of the resemb- 


lance of his hand writing to that of 
the bordeau. 
Moreover, 
the wit- 


ness added, there had been new facts 
since the judgment of the court of 
cassation, namely Esterhazy's con- 
fession that he wrote the bordeau. 
But he added Esterhazy 
advanced 


and withdrew his confession inter- 
mittently. 
If 
Esterhazy had ren- 


dered service to the intelligence de- 
partment there 
would 
have been 


traces of them in the pay books. But 
no money had been paid Esterhazy, 
though, even supposing he worked 
out of pure benevolence, he would 
have been paid.. 
Yet, there was no 


trace of such payments. 
Esterhazy 


had said he wi-ote the bordeau un-. 
dor the orders of Colonel Sandherr. 


"But," declared General Rogefc, "I, 


who know Colonel Sandherr well, de- 
clare that it is false. 
Colonel Sand- 


licrr was absolutely incapable of such 
tin order. 
I ndd that it is admiss- 


ible because Colonel 
Sandherr was 


the last person to know of the exist- 
ence of the bordeau, which was re- 
ceived in the ordinary way.

"Richard" at

Basle, 


where, it was well known spies were 
in the habit of meeting. 


Then the general tried to refute M. 


Bertulus* 
statements 
declaring 


Henry brought three of these docu- 
ments to the war office, and that, they 
did not contain the mention of Ba^le 
or Cueros an rclnted by M. Bertulus. 


The latter, however, lias already 


shown before the whole court of cas- 
sation that, while he was mistaken 
in saying the words appeared in 
those documents, they did not appear 
in other papers seized at Madnmo 
Pays' residence. 


BECAME EXCITED. 


General Roget, who was then be- 


coming more and more excited, fre- 
quently wiped the perspiration from 
his brow and moistened his lips with 
water. 


At this point the general thought 


it desirable to make a declaration 
that lie did not desire It to 1m Bald 
that he questioned the good faith of 
some of the witnesses who had been 
heard. 
He added: 


"I make this statement 
so that 


there shall be no misunderstanding 
and in order that my words be not 
misinterpreted. 
Nevertheless, their 


testimony is open to criticism even 
as our utterances are criticized." 


Continuing, the witness snid: 
"M. Casimir-Perier deposed before 


the court of cassation that an ambas- 
sador called to demand an official de- 
nial of the statement that important 
documents were found at his em- 
bassy. 
The ambassador, 
however, 


knew it was a fact. 
But, admitting 


that he did not know it, this thing 
surprising in the occurrence, in vinw 
of the fact that attache 'A' (I do not 
mention his name as the minister 
has forbidden it) allowed compromis- 
ing letters to lie around. I read one 
such letter which was very compro- 
mising to a person whose name I can 
not 
mention. 
Why,

should not the bordereau go astray?"

truth of the statement that military 
attaches "A" and "B," under which 
letters 
he 
referred 
to 
Colonel 


Schwartzkoppen, of the German em- 
bassy at Paris, and Major Peniz- 
zardi, of the Italian embassy at the 
French capital, at the time worked 
together almost daily, and he quoted 
a passage from a letter exchanged 
between them as follows: "M. Han- 
otaux, the sly fellow, is glad at the 
embassy 
denying. 
The 
embassy 


must deny." 


THE NAME WAS DREYFUS. 


In the same document, 
declared 


General Roget, was a name written 
;wice, and the name, he asserted, was 
that of Dreyfus. The name of Ester- 
hazy, he added, was not found in any 
of the documents, none of which 
could be ascribed to him, with the ex- 
ception of the "Petit Bleu," which 


Picquart discovered in such 


an extraordinary manner. 


The -witness.then said he felt great 


measiness in regard to the document 
containing the words "cette canaille 
de d—."

the general later on in his testimony,

A BIG CHOP YEAR. 


The almost tot.-.l failure 
of the 


wheat crop in Allen county has little 
tendency to make us realize that this 
lias been another year of great crops 
so far as the country generally is con- 
cerned. But it is nevertheless true 
that there is an enormous cereal 
yield. 


i 
The latest government estimates 


! place the wheat crop of the United 
| States for 1899 at 535,000.000 bush- 
| els. This is n falling off from earlier 


I calculations, and quite possibl 
be below the actual figures, as gov- 
ernment estimates are not usually 
over-liberal. But oven if it is ap- 
proximately correct, it furnishes no 
reason for discouragement. A wheat 
crop of 535.000,000 bushels is well 
above the average, and has been ex- 
ceeded but twice in our history—in 
18»1. when the total was 011,000,- 
000. and last year, when the harvest 
yielded the enormous quantity of 
075,000.000 bushels. 


In corn and oats the United States 


will Imve nil almost phenomenal 
yield this year. The latest 
local 


reports to the government show nil 
indicated increase of no less than 82 - 
000.000 bushels of corn. The indica- 
tion of the totnl yield of corn is 2 - 
303,000,000 bushels, which is 27f>'- 
000.000 bushels more than the 1893 
harvest, and has but once been ex- 
ceeded, namely, in 189G, when 2 283 - 
000.000 bushels were given as the 
official report of the harvest. Oats 


j also make n. favorable showing for 
July, the indicated yield having in- 
creased 8,000,000 bushels during the 
month, and standing now at 783 - 
000,000 bushels a record that has 
but once been exceeded.

Governor Mount yesterday issued 


Ills annual Labor day proclamation 
for September 4 us follows: 


"Labor is the creative power or 


wealth. It is the preservative prin- 
ciple of governments. Without it 
there can be no growth or develop- 
ment. It must produce from the soil 
that upon which mankind subsists. 
It must bring forth from the mine, 
the quarry, the forest, the ilorkb. and 
fashion for use nil things neeilFuI for 
human comfort. 
There can be no 


trade, no commerce, no prosperity— 
iu short, human existence is impossi- 
ble without labor. 'In. the sweat of 
Ms face shall man eat bread' is the 
diving fiat which cannot be annulled. 
The nation that honors labor and 
best remunerates and stimulates toil 
is the government most beloved by 
its subjects and will be most endur- 
ing and prosperous. 


"Labor day, by statutory cnari- 


ment, has been set apart in honor of 
those 
who 
create 
the 
country's 


•wealth. It is wise to extol labDr and 
stimulate its productive capacity. 


"It is to be hoped, therefore, that 


the day will be fittingly ovserved by 
all our people. 
Especially is it 


needful that the public !>ildre?yes on 
this day be of such character as to 
promote its best interests a^id give 
to the people a better apprtjcitition 
of this dominant factor in our na- 
tional greatness. 


"The labor question is of vital mo- 


ment. 
Organization lias become a 


necessity. 
The character of the or- 


ganization must, in large degree, de- 
terimiie the measure of its useful- 
term!lie the measure of its useful- 
ness. Wise, conservative leadership 
is imperative. 
Labor's grit'vances 


should be adjusted in a court of rea- 
son. 
Such u wise course of proced- 


ure would gain the approval and se- 
cure to workingmcii public sympa- 
thy and wise legislation. 
Organiza- 


tion controlled by indiscreet leader- 
ship, which counsels extreme meas- 
ures instead of moderation nivd con- 
ciliation—which appeals to the pas- 
sions and prejudices instead of calm 
judgment and sense of justice, thus 
disturbing the peace and qu^t and 
endangering life and property—will 
prove a menace to labor's best inter- 
est and create in the public mind 
prejudice itgainst organized labor, 
where sympathy and support should 
bo found.

day will be so observed, as to exalt 
labor's cause and secur<? to working 
people nn influence which blinll be 
far-reaching and prove a blessing to 
those who toil, which will in return 
confer a benediction upon all the peo-
